Installing the Tractor Feed Kit on the Printer

1 . Remove the Printer's Front Cover by grasping the Cover with both hands, and slightly lifting up 
and gently pull forwards you. 

2. Remove the plate shelters from the Front Cover. (See figure 1). 

3. Replace the Front Cover to its place. 

4. Pull the Paper Bail Lever towards the front of the Printer (away from the paper). 



5. Set the Tractor Feed on the Platen Shaft. 



(A) Press the Latch Knobs (located on the left and 
right sides of the Tractor Feed —See Figure 2.) 
towards the front of the Printer. 

(B) Gently position the Tractor Feed cover the 
Platen Shaft and release the knobs. 

The Tractor Feed will then be attached to the 
Platen Shaft. (See Figure 3.) 

6. Gently turn the Platen to insure porper meshing 
of the gears.

Positioning the Paper 



1. Be sure the Paper Bail Lever is pulled to the front, away from the Platen. 

2. Be sure the Auto Feed Lever is set to the center 
position. (See Figure 4.) 

3. Tilt the Upper Net forward. 

4. Insert the paper between the Upper and Lower Nets and behind the Platen.

5. Advance the paper until it appears on the front of the Platen. Push the Auto Feed Lever back 
(towards the rear of the printer). 

6. Return the Upper Net to its place. 

7. Gently pull the paper up to the Tractor Feed 
Paper Guide Pins. (See Figure 5.)

8. Gently push the Paper Tension Bar down, away from the 'top' piece of paper. 

9. Lift (open) the top Paper Guide Clamps and position the paper's guide holes over the Paper 
Guide Pins. (Be sure to keep the paper straight.) Close the Paper Guide Clamps. If the paper is 
loose, push the Lock Lever on each Paper Guide down. Slide the Paper Guides apart until the 
paper is tight. Then pull the Lock Lever back up to lock the Paper Guides into position. 

Note : Keep the paper tight. Loose or slack paper will not feed properly. 

10. Open the bottom Paper Guide Clamps and position the paper's guide holes over the Paper Guide 
Pins. Close the Paper Guide Clamps. 

11. Push the Paper Bail towards the back of the Printer so that the Paper Bail is against the paper. 

12. Gently pull the Paper Tension Bar up to remove slack from the paper. 

13. Advance the paper by turning the Platen Knob so that the paper exits over the top of the Upper 
Paper Net. (See Figure 6.) 

14. Be sure the Auto Feed Lever is set to the back.

The setting of the Copy Control Lever depends upon the number of copies (thickness) you're printing. 
Open the Front Cover and set the Printer's Copy Control Lever to the number range corresponding to 
the number of sheets of paper you're printing on. (See Figure 8.)
